One of the most sensational up­ 
sets of the November election was 
the defeat of Millard Tydings of 
Maryland after a quarter of a cen­ 
tury service in the Senate. Though 
Franklin Roosevelt failed to defeat 
Tydings in his purge campaign in 
1938, in 1950 the Maryland Demo­ 
crat was defeated by a hitherto un­ 
known Republican, John M. Butler. 
The Senate Campaign Investigat­ 
ing Committee has now unearthed 
some amazing evidence as to how 
the defeat was accomplished. If 
Sen. Gillette, chairman of the com­ 
mittee, decides to make it an issue, 
the evidence could prevent the seat­ 
ing of Butler on Jan. 3. 
The facts gathered by Senate In­ 
vestigators also show such a com­ 


plete disregard for the Corrupt 
Practices Act that, if the Justice 
Department wanted to move, certain 
politicos might find themselves in 
jail. Among other things, Senate in­ 
vestigators have discovered: 
1. An $8,000 check to Butler from 
Clarence E. Tuttle, former president 
of the Rustless Iron and Steel Co. 
It is against the law for one person 
to contribute more than $5,000. 
2. Various checks from Chicago, 
Wilmington, Del., and other big con­ 
tributors used to pay printing bills 
directly, instead of being passed 
through 
campaign 
headquarters. 
This is illegal. 
3. Candidate Butler wrote a letter 
to William H. Fedder, a Baltimore 
printer, guaranteeing to pay his 
mailing and production expenses. A 
candidate is limited regarding the 


amount of money he can spend per­ 
sonally. 
Probably more important than 
any violations of the law, however, 
were some of the Fascist strong- 
arm tactics and unfair campaign 
literature put across by the McCar- 
thy-Chicago Tribune group. 
Most effective literature of the 
campaign, for instance, was a leaflet 
featuring a fake picture of Tydings 
supposedly in a chummy conversa­ 
tion with Communist Leader Earl 
Browder. 
Half a million copies of 
this leaflet were printed by the 
Washington Times-Herald, owned 
by the Chicago Tribune. 
Later, 
when the Senate committee investi­ 
gated, Candidate Butler disclaimed 
responsibility, said that while he 
knew about the leaflet* he did not 
approve of it. 


However, here is the real story 
of what happened. 
About a week before the election, 
William H. Fedder, the Baltimore 
printer, sent his truck to the Wash­ 
ington Times-Herald, arrived with a 
letter from Jean Ken*, secretary to 
Sen. McCarthy, authorizing him to 
pick up half a million copies of the 
fake Tydings-Browder literature. He 
brought the literature back to his 
Baltimore warehouse, but having re­ 
ceived no money for mailing costs, 
and since the Butler committee al­ 
ready owed him considerable unpaid 
bills, Fedder did not mail the litera­ 
ture. Instead, he approached Butler 
on Nov. 2, the Thursday before elec­ 
tion, and reminded him that if he 
wanted the literature to get out be­ 
fore election in time to do any good,

Warden Edwin Swenson insisted 
there was no connection and that 
the half blades used by the two 
men were of different make. 
Grear was sentenced to die for 
the fatal shooting of Patrolman 
John Arnold on Dec. 12, 1948.

Eczema Means Allergy 
I 


NFANTILE ECZEMA is a vex ing 
problem to all concerned. The 
rash is unsightly and in this re­ 
spect is disturbing to the par­ 
ents, and it is irritating to the tot 
w’ho tries to scratch it day and 
night. The phy sician also is both­ 
ered because the condition is al­ 
lergic in nature and the cause, often 
Is hard to track down. Fortunately , 
this ty pe of eczema usually disap­ 
pears by the time the tike is 3 y ears 
old. It also Is encouraging to know 
th a t scars or perm anent disfigure­ 
m ents seldom occur. 
Most victims are found to be sen­ 
sitive to food. The most common 
offenders are milk, eggs, and w'heat. 
W hen cow’s milk is tl^ culprit, 
goat, soy bean, almond, or vegetable 
milk may be substituted. 


B ut care m ust be taken not to 
neglect the health of the y oungster. 
He should not be deprived of various 
foods Just because he scratches or 
has a minor skin eruption. Good 
Judgment is required and the pros 
and cons of the diet ought to be 
analy zed carefully . Unless nutrition 
Is adequate to m aintain good health 
and promote growth, rickets, or 
scurvy may ensue. We feel certain 
th a t parents prefer a skin outbreak 
eruption to these deficiency dis­ 
eases. 
Altho food is the most common 
allergic irritant, additional possi­ 
bilities m ust be considered. Stuffed 
toy s as well as wool, silk, and other 
cloth may be culprits. W hen the 
play things are implicated, wood or 
plastic toy s can be substituted. Pets 
m ust never be allowed in the house 
even tho the Uke is not sensUtive 
to animals. Infantile eczema dem­ 
onstrates th a t the child w'as born 
with an allergic tra it which means 
th at later he m ight develop other 
allergies such as hives, hay fever, 
asthm a, migraine, or rhinitis. The 
more contact he has with potential 
offenders the sooner he becomes 
sensitive. While there is a good 
chance th at allergy to dc^ and cat 
dander will occur in the future, 
the process need not be hastened.

Furtherm ore, it is not advisable to 
use products or procedures th a t 
m ight lead to perm anent damage 
of the skin. After aU, tim e may 
take care of the disorder; in m any 
it ultim ately fades away . 
Smallpox vaccination should not 
be done during the acute stage of 
eczema because a serious reaction 
may follow. This Is not true, how­ 
ever, of "shots'* against diphtheria, 
w'hooping cough, and tetanus. Chil­ 
dren with eczema may be unusually 
sensitive to insect bites; large welts 
appear on the skin whenever they 
are bitten by a mosquito, ant, or 
bee. When the y oungster obviously 
is uncomfortable, the application of 
one of the antihistam inic creams to 
the skin often gives relief; otherwise 
the phy sician m ay have to adm in­ 
ister an injection of adrenalin. 
Allergic y oungsters frequently are 
spoiled or pampered. They should 
be given love and affection without 
being made aw’are of the unsightly 
rasli or th at they are different from 
other children.

The greatest fear of the Communist 
is of the guerrillas — a million of 
whom hold great pockets on the 
m ainland. We should drop w’eapons 
to them, and smuggle munitions 
across the borders.” 
"The spirit of revolt Is so strong 
in China today ,” say s Chennault, 
"th at Communist members don’t 
dare go out alone for fear of be­ 
ing ambushed.

control only the cities, the rail 
centers and the ports. The best 
troops are engaged in Korea, Tibet 
and along the Indo-Chinese border. 
But the guerrillas have only the 
arm s they can steal. If w’e give tliem 
help, they can take the pressure off 
Korea.” 
According to the intelligence slip­ 
ped out of China to General Chen­ 
nault. this is the picture on the 
Chinese m ainland: 
Mao Tse-Tung. the titular boss of 
Red China, is acting as a moderator 
between quarreling Communist war 
lords and pressure from Moscow.

Chinese troops fighting in Korea, 
Lin Piao, is Russian-trained and 
violently 
pro-Soviet. 
Wlieu 
t h e 
Kremlin strategy 
switched t h i s 
spring, away from the conquest of 
Hong Kong, Lin Piao moved his 
350,000 troops north to M anchuria. 
"SUver BuUets” 
Protecting the Chinese coastal 
area in the south, he left play boy 
Gen. Chen Yi» who has 500,000 
troops stretched from Shanghai to 
Canton. General Chen, noted for 
his concubines and his drunken 
parties in Shanghai, has been bitterly 
accused by General Lin nf being a 
“bad Communist.” 
Once a Kuomintang leader. Gen­ 
eral Chen has been susceptible to 
“silver bullets” in the past, m ight 
be so again. 
In contrast, General Li Po-Chen, 
the one-ey ed Communist war lord 
directing the invasion of Tibet, is 
loy al to Moscow. 
However, a number of anti-Com - 
m unist leaders, not tied up with 
Chiang Kai-Shek, are available to 
foment revolt, according to C hen­ 
nault. Ma Pu-Pang. a Moslem, is 
now in Cairo asking help from Arab 
nations. He was the governor of a 
vast area bordering Tibet and could 
be a rally ing figure for the 4,000,000 
to 5,000,000 Chinese Moslems.

General Chennault propo.scs that 
the United States arm and super­ 
vise t^e guerrilas through a mili­ 
tary mission headed by Gen. Albert 
C.

World War II. He also recommends 
giving the Nationalist forces In For­ 
mosa modern planes for raiding the 
mainland.

U. S. Military Decisions 
Carry Many I mplications 


By DAVID LAWRENCE' 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 — Big 
decisions are in the making. They 
concern international jiollcy . but 
they grow out of m ilitary develop­ 
ments. 
Thus the decision to stay in Korea 
and fight it out with the Chinese 
Communists comes to the public 
only this week with the completion 
of the withdrawal by sea from 
northeastern Korea. 
But the or­ 
ders to fight It out were issued 
many day s ago. Such a mammoth 
operation could not have been un­ 
dertaken without planning in m in­ 
ute detail for sea transportation to a 
definite destination — Pusan. 
The decision to battle it out with 
the Chinese Communists along a 
defensive line, which it is now be­ 
lieved can be safely stabilized in 
Southern Korea, is one way to an­ 
swer the defiant broadcasts from 
Peiping. The reorganized UN forces 
could in time influence the Com­ 
munists to reconsider their arrc^ant 
attitude toward a cease-fire a r­ 
rangement. 
W ith an army of 250,000 men, the 
United Nations should be able to 
stand off a force of between 500,000 
and 750,000 of the enemy . This ra ­ 
tio of one-to-two or one-to-three 
over an offensive army is based on 
the theory th at a well-equipped de­ 
fensive arm y has th at sort of advan­ 
tage in holding a line, especially 
when possessing superior air power 
and more ground artillerj’. 
The determination to stay in Ko­ 
rea has m any implications in the 
overall sense. It means th at Soviet 
Russia now cannot transfer her m il- 
tary strength to Europe from the 
Far East but must keep th a t area 
supplied with munitions and m an­ 
power. 
The notion th at America 
was ready to perm it M(» cow to con­ 
centrate her strength in Europe and 
be spared harassm ent along a po­ 
tential second 
front 
in 
Siberia 
vanishes now with the plans to 
carry on indefinitely a sea and air 
war and a limited ground war in the 
P ar East. 
Incidentally , it is a m atter of 
much surprise here to read how 
many comments there have been in 
recent weeks from uniformed quar­ 
ters concerning“ the possibility of a 
ground war between America and 
Communist China. 
The vociferous 
denunciation of such a possible 
course arouses curiosity as to how 
the absurd suggestion gained cred­ 
ence. For at no time has it been 
part of American M ilitary planning. 
If a limited war with Communist 
China became necessary , it was al­ 
way s the thought here th at it should 
be carried on by sea and by air, with 
moral support to all non-Commun- 


ist armies on the A.siatic mainland, 
irre.spectlve of their nationality . Eu­ 
ropean apprehension.s that Ameri­ 
can manpower would become bog­ 
ged down on the m ainland of China 
are basele.ss. 
So far as American commitments 
in the Far East are concerned, even 
500,000 is not too big a number to 
u.se, though half th at amount seems 
to be what will be needed for the 
limited war unless Russia inter\'enes 
actively there. 
^ 
The plan for Europe, on the other, 
hand, envisages an international 
for of many millions of men. The 
bulk of the manpower will have to 
come from European countries them ­ 
selves. In this respect the Hoover and 
Dewey si>eeches, plus the restrained 
comments of 
Senator 
Lodge 
of 
M assachusetts, will certainly serve 
notice on Europe th at American 
public opinion Is anx iously watching 
to see how soon the other UN mem­ 
bers will wake up to their respon­ 
sibility to furnish a substantial 
share of the manpower. 
The Par Eastern war and its re­ 
quirements 
need 
give 
Europeans 
little worry as to the flow’ of mili­ 
tary aid to them. Lessons are being 
learned in the F ar East w’hich will 
be of inestimable value every where 
to the armed services of the United 
States. 
Korea has become a train­ 
ing school for officers in our ground 
armies and also for our air force 
squadrons. 
It has limbered up our 
entire sea transportation scheme 
and brought out of mothballs both 
planes and ships th at would other- 
w’ise not have come into operation 
so soon. Some area-saturation bom­ 
bing m ay be seen soon th at will be 
helpful ex periences for other pos­ 
sible war zones. 
The world should get some real 
reassurance about the redeploy ment 
of our forces in Korea. 
It shows 
th a t the United States isn’t accept­ 
ing "defeat” but is merely digging 
in for further operations in the 
same area and will not be satisfied 
till the enemy calls for "cease fire” 
on terms th a t do not compromise 
the American position. The ex peri­ 
ence in 19 41 is being repeated. The 
build-up th a t comes after a serious 
reverse is even more powerful and 
more rapid th an m ight otherwise 
have been the case. The end result 
—victory —will come, though it takes 
months of relatively slow operations. 
O ut of Pearl Harbor and B ataan 
came Midway , Guadalcanal, Ley te, 
and Okinawa. The victory timetable 
is sometimes slow but time and Am­ 
erican resources do overcome ear­ 
lier reverses.

Hence it may be presumed th a t a need of 
the hour was seized on to lend force to a desire which 
already existed. Television distributors, a t all levels, 
have had an understandable fear of being caught in 
the middle of the color controversy. The color system 
which has won Federal Communications Commission 
approval is not acceptable to the m anufacturing and 
broadcasting industries in general. On this account 
all kinds of m arket uncertainties have been anticipated 
for the sta rt of color broadcasting and the introduction 
of color receivers. 
W hethar by edict, general agreem ent or simple 
circumstance, color television for public consumption 
may well be held up until the period of crisis is past. 
Since research doubtless could go on, this m ight allow 
tim e for a conclusive settlem ent, one way or another, 
of the contention th a t a more suitable color system is 
feasible and probable. Thus would television have made 
capital or a notion which clearly intrigued Chaucer 
and has won attention from m any other notable 
thinkers, th a t virtue is readily to be found in necessity. 


More War In 
Indo- 
The im m inent conquest of Vietnam is not enough 
for Ho Chi Minh, the Communist leader who is proving 
something of a m atch for the French. He now a n ­ 
nounces his intention to “liberate” Laos and Cambodia, 
the other two states which, with Vietnam, make up 
French Indochina. “Liberate” in his language, as in 
th a t of other Communists, m eans “to conquer and 
enslave.” 
He may have a little harder time of it th an he 
has had in Vietnam. The Laotians and Cambodians are 
of different races from the Vietnamese, who are Mon­ 
golians, like the Chines* The Cambodians or Khmers 
are part Malay, part Mongolian and p art Aryan. The 
Laotians belong to the Thai race, whose chief repre­ 
sentatives are the Siamese. The three differ in religion 
also. The Vietnamese learned classes are Confucians 
and the mass of the people are nature-worshippers. 
The Laotians and Cambodians are Buddhist. These 
differences make it likely th a t the population will look 
askance a t Ho’s army, wrhereas in Vietnam m any of the 
people have helped it. 
The one thing which seems clear is . th a t the 
French, who a t best have only held their own in Viet­ 
nam , are hardly prepared for a new war. 


Sad Commentary 
Obviously it would not have been necessary to im ­ 
pose all-out controls on the American people if the 
government had operated fiscally as it should have in 
the past five years. 
W ashington has been wasting the taxpayers* 
money on boondoggling and gadgets, m any of them for 
vote-getting purposes. The government has popped off 
a lot of money abroad. As a result, in a period of peak 
prosperity budgets have been unbalanced, deficit 
financing has occurred and new money has been 
created so rapidly th a t the tremendous output of con­ 
sumer goods couldn’t keep the pace. Prices have been 
going up and wages have more than kept pace. This 
created the inflationary spiral. 
Now, although the nation is just starting an all- 
out defense, full controls are deemed necessary to try 
to head off ruinous inflation. 
It is a sad commentary on the capacity for govern­ 
m ent of the people th at at a time when the national 
income exceeds $250,000,000,000 a year, the nation can­ 
not find $2,000,000 000 a m onth for m ilitary rebuild­ 
ing without putting the whole country to the strain of 
full government controls. 


Youth And Security 
“Adult leadership of this country can offer you 
no security in a world th a t is insecure.” In these frank 
term s W arren R. Austin addressed the nation’s young 
people in a recent speech before a group of their rep­ 
resentatives in New York. 
Urging them to fight cynicism and m aterialism, 
Austin went on to say th a t this is a spiritual task and 
Involves active affiliation with religious organizations. 
He also recommended the building up of physical 
strength for the tasks these young people will be called 
on to face. Discrimination against m inority groups was 
pointed out as a weakness which m ust be overcome. 
That in the past our young people have led over­ 
sheltered lives and have m atured late is a charge which 
has been frequently heard. If this be true, it is definite­ 
ly time for a change. 
A youth who fights for his 
country m ust assume manhood if he is to survive, and 
his sister who m ust take his place in industry or in 
civilian defense m ust also attain m aturity swiftly if 
she is to be of any use. M aturity is needed to settle 
problems w ithout fighting, too. The only security in 
prospect fo r today’s youth is th a t which they earn for 
themselves. 


Explaining The Chinese 
The brashness of Gen. Wu Hsiu Chuan before the 
United Nations meeting a t Lake Success may be due 
In part to the fact th a t this is the first international 
b a ttle , let alone war, th a t China has won in its own 
name alone in at least, 150 years. Not since the Manchu 
emperor Kien-lung in the latter half of the 18th cen­ 
tu ry h a s China had an army regarded as a force In 
th e w orld. 
Its weakness was first revealed in the 
J a p a n e s e war of 1894-5, which Japan won about as 
sh e pleased. 
No individual successes of importance 
w ere ach iev ed by the Chinese in combatting the 
J a p a n e s e in the recent war. It was the weight of the 
p o p u la tio n ’s number th at constituted the chief Jap a­ 
nese m ilita ry problem. 
P e rh a p s if the United States had just now won its 


fi r s t victory in over 150 years we too m ight feel a cer­ 
ta in in to x ic a tio n , and m ight be tempted to talk in­ 
so len tly to other'nations. 
Not th a t we approve In­ 
solence—but th at it Is always well to study the causes 
o f ac tio n .

Eczema Means Allergy 
I 


NFANTILE ECZEMA is a vexing 
problem to all concerned. The 
rash is unsightly and in this re­ 
spect is disturbing to the p ar­ 
ents, and it is irritating to the tot 
who tries to scratch it day and 
night. The physician also is both­ 
ered because the condition is al­ 
lergic in nature and the cause, often 
is hard to track down. Fortunately, 
this type of eczema usually disap­ 
pears by the time the tike is 3 years 
old. It also is encouraging to know 
that scars or permanent disfigure­ 
ments seldom occur. 
Most victims are found to be sen­ 
sitive to food. The most common 
offenders are milk, eggs, and wheat. 
When cow’s milk is the culprit, 
goat, soybean, almond, or vegetable 
milk may be substituted. 


But care must be taken not to 
neglect the health of the youngster. 
He should not be deprived of various 
foods just because he scratches or 
has a minor skin eruption. Good 
judgment is required and the pros 
and cons of the diet ought to be 
analyzed carefully. Unless nutrition 
is adequate to maintain good health 
and promote growth, rickets, or 
scurvy may ensue. We feel certain 
that parents prefer a skin outbreak 
eruption to these deficiency dis­ 
eases. 
Altho food is the most common 
allergic irritant, additional possi­ 
bilities must be considered. Stuffed 
toys as well as wool, silk, and other 
cloth may be culprits. When the 
playthings are implicated, wood or 
plastic toys can be substituted. Pets 
must never be allowed in the house 
even tho the tike is not senstitive 
to animals. Infantile eczema dem­ 
onstrates that the child was born 
with an allergic trait which means 
that later he might develop other 
allergies such as hives, hay fever, 
asthma, migraine, or rhinitis. The 
more contact he has with potential 
offenders the sooner he becomes 
sensitive. While there is a good 
chance that allergy to dog and cat 
dander will occur in the future, 
the process need not be hastened. 


Treating the rash locally may 
have no effect so long as the origin 
is not taken into consideration. 
Neighborhood cure-als axe not ad­ 
vised; they help occasionally but 
more often aggravate the condition. 
Furthermore, it is not advisable to 
use products or procedures that 
might lead to permanent damage 
of the skin. After all, time may 
take care of the disorder; in many 
it ultimately fades away. 
Smallpox vaccination should not 
be done during the acute stage of 
eczema because a serious reaction 
may follow. This is not true, how­ 
ever, of “shots’* against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and tetanus. Chil­ 
dren with eczema may be unusually 
sensitive to insect bites; large welts 
appear on the skin whenever they 
axe bitten by a mosquito, ant, or 
bee. When the youngster obviously 
is uncomfortable, the application of 
one of the antihistaminic creams to 
the skin often gives relief; otherwise 
the physician may have to admin­ 
ister an injection of adrenalin. 
Allergic youngsters frequently are 
spoiled or pampered. They should 
be given love and affection without 
being made aware of the unsightly 
rash or that they are different from 
other childxen. Unless care is taken 
in 
this r e s p e c t , psychological 
changes are likely to occur. [Send 
a stamped, self-addressed envelope 
for leaflet offering additional sug­ 
gestions on eczema.]

L. M. writes: What’s the matter 
with a man who develops pneu­ 
monia every year? 
This is the 
fourth time. 
REPLY 
His body resistance may be low 
or his lungs “weakened” to such an 
extent by a mild infection as to 
make him more susceptible to the 
disease. Another possibility is that 
he is negligent and does not take 
care of his colds. He may benefit 
from a winter vacation and a 
change in his living habits. 


BULBAR PALSY 
L. N. w rites: W hat is m eant by 
bulbar paralysis?

This refers to a brain lesion that 
produces paralysis of the muscles 
of the tongue, throat, and larynx. 
It may be caused by apoplexy, 
tumor, or infection such as polio. 
Most victims have difficulty In talk­ 
ing and swallowing. Because the 
soft palate is Involved, there is a 
tendency to regurgitate food thru 
the nose. Emotional changes also 
occur and many patients laugh and 
cry alternately.

W ASHINGTON — C laire C hen­ 
nault, a big leathery m an who speaks 
w ith a gruff intensity, has a plan 
for startin g fires against Stalinism 
in Asia. 
The fam ous Flying Tiger general 
who fought w ith the Chinese N a­ 
tionalists has been pounding on 
doors in W ashington and saying: 
“L et’s arm th e h atred against R us­ 
sia w hich is spreading across China. 
T he greatest fear of th e Com m unist 
is of th e guerrillas — a m illion of 
whom hold great pockets on the 
m ainland. We should drop weapons 
to them , and smuggle m unitions 
across the borders.” 
“The spirit of revolt is so strong 
in C hina today,” says C hennault, 
“th a t Com m unist m em bers don’t 
dare go out alone for fear of be­ 
ing am bushed. 
T he Com munists 
control only the cities, the rail 
centers and th e ports. The best 
troops are engaged in Korea, Tibet 
an d along the Indo-C hinese border. 
B ut th e guerrillas have only th e 
arm s they can steal. If we give them 
help, they can take the pressure off 
K orea.” 
According to the intelligence slip­ 
ped out of C hina to G eneral C hen­ 
nault, this is the picture on the 
Chinese m ainland: 
M ao Tse-Tung, the titu lar boss of 
Red C hina, is acting as a m oderator 
between quarreling Com m unist w ar 
lords and pressure from Moscow.

“Silver Bullets”

Chen Yif who has 500,000 
troops stretched from S hanghai to 
C anton. G eneral Chen, noted for 
his concubines and his drunken 
parties in Shanghai, has been bitterly . 
accused by G eneral Lin o f being a 
“bad Com m unist.” 
Once a K uom intang leader, G en­ 
eral C hen has been susceptible to 
“silver bullets” in th e past, m ight 
be so again. 
In contrast, G eneral Li Po-C hen, 
th e one-eyed Com m unist w ar lord 
directing th e invasion of Tibet, is 
loyal to Moscow. 
However, a num ber of anti-C om - 
m unist leaders, not tied up with 
C hiang K ai-Shek, are available to 
fom ent revolt, according to -Chen­ 
nault.

He was th e governor of a 
vast area bordering Tibet and could 
be a rallying figure for the 4,000,000 
to 5,000,000 Chinese Moslems.

“Mr. President, you showed a lot 
of spunk by sticking up for Acheson.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 — Big 
decisions are in the m aking. They 
concern 
international 
policy, 
but 
they grow out of m ilitary develop­ 
m ents. 
Thus the decision to stay in K orea 
and fight it out w ith the Chinese 
Com m unists comes to the public 
only this week with the completion 
of th e w ithdraw al by sea from 
northeastern Korea. 
B ut the o r­ 
ders to fight it out were issued 
m any days ago. Such a m am m oth 
operation could not have been u n ­ 
dertaken w ithout planning in m in­ 
ute detail for sea transportation to a 
definite destination — Pusan. 
T he decision to battle it out with 
the Chinese Com m unists along a 
defensive line, w hich it is now be­ 
lieved can be safely stabilized in 
Southern Korea, is one way to a n ­ 
swer the defiant broadcasts from 
Peiping. The reorganized UN forces 
could in tim e influence the Com­ 
m unists to reconsider their arrogant 
attitu d e tow ard a cease-fire a r­ 
rangem ent. 
W ith an arm y of 250,000 men, the 
U nited N ations should be able to 
stan d off a force of between 500,000 
and 750,000 of the enemy. T his ra ­ 
tio of one-to-tw o or one-to-three 
over a n offensive arm y is based on 
th e theory th a t a well-equipped de­ 
fensive arm y has th a t sort of advan­ 
tage in holding a line, especially 
w hen possessing superior air power 
and m ore ground artillery. 
The determ ination to stay in K o­ 
rea has m any im plications in the 
overall sense. I t m eans th a t Soviet 
R ussia now cannot transfer her m il- 
tary strength to Europe from th e 
F a r E ast but m ust keep th a t area 
supplied w ith m unitions and m an­ 
power. 
The notion th a t America 
■was ready to perm it Moscow to con­ 
centrate h er strength in Europe and 
be spared harassm ent along a po­ 
ten tial 
second 
fro n t 
in 
Siberia 
vanishes now w ith th e plans to 
carry on indefinitely a sea and air 
w ar and a lim ited ground war in the 
F a r East. 
Incidentally, it is a m atter of 
m uch surprise here to read how 
m any com m ents there have been in 
recent weeks from uniform ed quar­ 
ters concerning th e possibility of a 
ground w ar between America and 
Com m unist China. 
T he vociferous 
denunciation of such 
a possible 
course arouses curiosity as to how 
th e absurd suggestion gained cred­ 
ence. For a t no tim e has it been 
p a rt of Am erican M ilitary planning. 
If a lim ited w ar w ith Com m unist 
C hina became necessary, it was al­ 
ways th e thought here th a t it should 
be carried on by sea and by air, w ith 
m oral support to all non-C om m un- 


ist arm ies on the Asiatic m ainland, 
irrespective of their nationality. E u­ 
ropean apprehensions th a t Ameri­ 
can m anpower would become bog­ 
ged down on the m ainland of China 
are baseless. 
So far as American com m itm ents 
in th e F ar East are concerned, even 
500,000 is not too big a num ber to 
use. though half th a t am ount seems 
to be w hat will be needed for the 
lim ited war unless Russia intervenes 
actively there.

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Aid From Necessity 


Present and Impending shortages of the things 
nom which television sets are made led to the pro­ 
posal that the manufacture of color television receivers 
he postponed as a war measure. This would postpone 
also the establishment of color television broadcasting. 
The idea was brought forth by a group of whole­ 
salers in the field of radio, television and household 
appliances. Hence it may be presumed that a need of 
the hour was seized on to lend force to a desire which 
already existed. Television distributors, at all levels, 
have had an understandable fear of being caught in 
the middle of the color controversy. The color system 
which has won Federal Communications Commission 
approval is not acceptable to the manufacturing and 
broadcasting industries in general. On this account 
all kinds of market uncertainties have been anticipated 
for the start of color broadcasting and the introduction 
of color receivers. 
Whether by edict, general agreement or simple 
circumstance, color television for public consumption 
may well be held up until the period of crisis is past. 
Knee research doubtless could go on, this m ight allow 
tim e for a conclusive settlement, one way or another, 
of the contention that a more suitable color system is 
feasible and probable. Thus would television have made 
capital or a notion which clearly intrigued Chaucer 
and has won attention from many other notable 
thinkers, that virtue is readily to be found in necessity. 


More War In Indo-China 


The imminent conquest of Vietnam is not enough 
for Ho Chi Minh, tile Communist leader who is proving 
something of a match for the french. He now an­ 
nounces his intention to “liberate” Laos and Cambodia, 
the other two states which, with Vietnam, make up 
French Indochina. “Liberate” in his language, as in 
that of other Communists, means “to conquer and 
enslave.” 
He may have a little harder time of it than he 
has had in Vietnam. The Laotians and Cambodians are 
of different races from the Vietnamese, who are Mon­ 
golians, like the Chines* The Cambodians or Khmers 
are part Malay, part Mongolian and part Aryan. The 
Laotians belong to the Thai race, whose chief repre­ 
sentatives are the Siamese. The three differ in religion 
also. The Vietnamese learned classes are Confucians 
and the mass of the people are nature-worshippers. 
The Laotians and Cambodians are Buddhist. These 
differences make it likely that the population will look 
askance at Ho’s army, whereas in Vietnam many of the 
people have helped it. 
The one thing which seems clear is that the 
French, who at best have only held their own in Viet­ 
nam, are hardly prepared for a new war. 


Sad Commentary 


Obviously it would not have been necessary to im­ 
pose all-out controls on the American people lf the 
government had operated fiscally as it should have In 
the past five years. 
Washington has been wasting the taxpayers* 
money on boondoggling and gadgets, many of them for 
vote-getting purposes. The government has popped off 
a lot of money abroad. As a result, in a period of peak 
prosperity budgets have been unbalanced, deficit 
financing has occurred and new money has been 
created so rapidly that the tremendous output of con­ 
sumer goods couldn't keep the pacer Prices have been 
going up and wages have more than kept pace. This 
created the inflationary spiral. 
Now, although the nation is just starting an all- 
out defense, full controls are deemed necessary to try 
to head off ruinous inflation. 
It is a sad commentary on the capacity for govern­ 
m ent of the people th at at a time when the national 
income exceeds $250,000,000,000 a year, the nation can­ 
not find $2,000,000 OOO a month for military rebuild­ 
ing without putting the whole country to the strain of 
full government controls. 


Youth And Security 
“Adult leadership of this country can offer you 
no security in a world th a t is insecure.” In these frank 
terms W arren R. Austin addressed the nation's young 
people in a recent speech before a group of their rep­ 
resentatives in New York. 
Urging them to fight cynicism and materialism, 
Austin went on to say th a t this is a spiritual task and 
involves active affiliation with religious organizations. 
He also recommended the building up of physical 
strength for the tasks these young people will be called 
on to face. Discrimination against minority groups was 
pointed out as a weakness which m ust be overcome. 
That in the past our young people have led over- 
sheltered lives and have m atured late is a charge which 
has been frequentiy beard. If this be true, it is definite­ 
ly time for a change. A youth who fights for his 
country m ust assume manhood if he 
to survive, and 
his sister who m ust take his place in industry or in 
civilian defense m ust also attain m aturity swiftly if 
she is to be of any use. M aturity is needed to settle 
problems without fighting, too. The only security in 
prospect fo r today’s youth is th a t which they earn for 
themselves. 


Explaining The Chinese 
The brashness of Gen. Wu Hsiu Chuan before the 
United Nations meeting a t Lake Success may be due 
In part to the fact th a t this is the first international 
battle, let alone war, th a t China has won in its own 
name alone in at least 150 years. Not since the Manchu 
emperor Kien-lung in the latter half of the 18th cen­ 
tury has China had an army regarded as a force in 
the world. 
Its weakness was first revealed in the 
Japanese war of 1894-5, which Japan won about as 
she pleased. 
No individual successes of importance 
were achieved by the Chinese in combatting the 
Japanese in the recent war. It was the weight of the 
population’s number th at constituted the chief Japa­ 
nese military problem. 
Perhaps if the United States had just now won its 
fir * victory in over 150 years we too m ight feel a cer­ 
tain intoxication, and might be tempted to talk in­ 
solently to o th e r‘nations. 
Not th a t we approve in­ 
solence -but th at it is always well to study the causes 
of action.

Eczema Means Allergy 
I 


NFANTILE ECZEMA is a vexing 
problem to all concerned. The 
rash is unsightly and in this re­ 
spect is disturbing to the par­ 
ents, and it is irritating to the tot 
who tries to scratch it day and 
night. The physician also is both­ 
ered because the condition is al­ 
lergic in nature and the causa often 
is hard to track down. Fortunately, 
this type of eczema usually 'disap­ 
pears by the time the tike is 3 years 
old. It also is encouraging to know 
that scars or permanent disfigure­ 
ments seldom occur. 
Most victims are found to be sen­ 
sitive to food. The most common 
offenders are milk, eggs, and wheat 
When cow’s milk is the culprit, 
goat soybean, almond, or vegetable 
milk may be substituted. 


But care must be taken not to 
neglect the health of the youngster. 
He should not be deprived of various 
foods just because he scratches or 
has a minor skin eruption. Good 
Judgment is required and the pros 
and cons of the diet ought to be 
analyzed carefully. Unless nutrition 
is adequate to maintain good health 
and promote growth, rickets, or 
•curvy may ensue. We feel certain 
that parents prefer a skin outbreak 
eruption to these deficiency dis­ 
eases. 
Altho food is the most common 
allergic irritant, additional possi­ 
bilities must be considered. Stuffed 
toys as well as wool, silk, and other 
cloth may be culprits. When the 
playthings are implicated, wood or 
plastic toys can be substituted. Pets 
must never be allowed in the house 
even tim the tike is not sensitive 
to animals. Infantile eczema dem­ 
onstrates that the ehM<| was born 
with an allergic trait which means 
that later he might develop other 
allergies such as hives, hay fever, 
asthma, migraine, or rhinitis. The 
more contact he has with potential 
offenders the sooner he becomes 
sensitive. While there is a good 
chance that allergy to dog and cat 
dander will occur in the future, 
the process need not be hastened. 


Treating the rash locally may 
have no effect so long as the origin 
is not taken into consideration. 
Neighborhood cure-als are not ad­ 
vised; they help occasionally but 
more often aggravate the condition. 
Furthermore, it is not advisable to 
nse products or procedures that 
might lead to permanent damage 
of the skin. After all, time may 
take care of the disorder; in many 
it ultimately fades away. 
Smallpox vaccination should not 
be done during the acute stage of 
eczema because a serious reaction 
may follow. This is not true, how­ 
ever, of “shots” against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and tetanus. Chil­ 
dren with eczema may be unusually 
sensitive to insect bites; large welts 
appear on the skin whenever they 
are bitten by a mosquito, ant, or 
bee. When the youngster obviously 
is uncomfortable, the application of 
one of the antihistaminic creams to 
the skin often gives relief; otherwise 
the physician may have to admin­ 
ister an injection of adrenalin. 
Allergic youngsters frequently are 
spoiled or pampered. They should 
be given love and affection without 
being made aware of the unsightly 
rash or that they are different from 
other children. Unless care is ti1**" 
in this r e s p e c t, psychological 
changes are likely to occur. [Send 
a stamped, self-addressed envelope 
for leaflet offering additional sug­ 
gestions on eczema.]

Carry Many Implications

The Washington Merry-Go-Round -------- 


General Chennault Fights Communism; Who'd Be Shot First By Reds; Greatest 
Need Is To Bring British, Americans Together 


WASHINGTON — Claire Chen­ 
nault, a big leathery man who speaks 
with a gruff intensity, has a plan 
for starting fires against Stalinism 
in Asia. 
The famous Flying Tiger general 
who fought with the Chinese Na­ 
tionalists has been pounding on 
doors in Washington and saying: 
“Let’s arm the hatred against Rus­ 
sia which is spreading across China. 
The greatest fear of the Communist 
is of the guerrillas — a million of 
whom hold great pockets on the 
mainland. We should drop weapons 
to them, and smuggle munitions 
across the borders.” 
“The spirit of revolt is so strong 
in China today,” says Chennault, 
“that Communist members don’t 
dare go out alone for fear of be­ 
ing ambushed. 
The Communists 
control only the cities, the rail 
centers and the ports. The best 
troops are engaged in Korea, Tibet 
and along the Indo-Chinese border. 
But the guerrillas have only the 
arms they can steal. If we give them 
help, they can take the pressure off 
Korea.” 
According to the intelligence slip­ 
ped out of China to General Chen­ 
nault, this is the picture on the 
Chinese mainland: 
Mao Tse-Tung, the titular boss of 
Red China, is acting as a moderator 
between quarreling Communist war 
lords and pressure from Moscow. 
The general in command of 
Chinese troops fighting in Korea, 
Lin Piao, is Russian-trained and 
violently pro-Soviet. When th e 
Kremlin strategy switched t h i s 
spring, away from the conquest of 
Hong Kong, Lin Piao moved his 
350,000 troops north to Manchuria. 
“Silver Bullets” 
Protecting the Chinese coastal 
area in the south, he left playboy 
Gen. Chen YI* who has 500,000 
troops stretched from Shanghai to 
Canton. General Chen, noted for 
his concubines and his drunken 
parties in Shanghai, has been bitterly 
accused by General LLn'Of being a 
“bad Communist.” 
Once a Kuomintang leader, Gen­ 
eral Chen has been susceptible to 
“silver bullets” in the past, might 
be so again. 
In contrast, General Ll Po-Chen, 
the one-eyed Communist war lord 
directing the invasion of Tibet, is 
loyal to Moscow. 
However, a number of anti-Com- 
munist leaders, not tied up with 
Chiang Kai-Shek, are available to 
foment revolt, according to -Chen­ 
nault. Ma Pu-Fang, a Moslem, is 
now in Cairo asking help from Arab 
nations. He was the governor of a 
vast area bordering Tibet and could 
be a rallying figure for the 4,000,000 
to 5,000,000 Chinese Moslems. Ma 
Hung-Kwei, the ex-governor 
of 
Ningshia, is in San Francisco, and 
Chang Fa-Kwei, a leader of the 
Cantonese, is in Hong Kong. 
General Chennault proposes that 
the United States arm and super­ 
vise t^e guerillas through a mili­ 
tary mission headed by Gen. Albert 
C. 
Wedemeyer, 
commander 
of 
American troops in China during 
World War II. He also recommends 
giving the Nationalist forces in For­ 
mosa modern planes for raiding the 
mainland. 
“If this is done,” says the Flying 
Tiger, “China will become a flam­ 
ing hell for the Communists. They 
won’t be able to conquer Korea for 
putting out fires at home.” 
Who The Russians Would Shoot 
After all the brickbats Congres­ 
sional Republicans have been toss­ 
ing at Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, it was like sweet music to 
President Truman when retiring 
Congressman Andy Biemiller, Wis­ 
consin Democrat, told him: 
“Mr. President, you showed a lot 
of spunk by sticking up for Acheson. 
What many of his critics don’t seem

to realize is that Acheson is one of 
the first Americans the Russians 
would like to shoot. He’s the chief 
engineer of our anti-Soviet policies.” 
Truman appeared slightly startled, 
but agreed with Biemiller that a 
liberal, middle-of-the-roLd program 
was what the Russians feared most. 
Anglo-American Relations 
Kenneth Lindsay, a plain-talking 
British Labor member of Parlia­ 
ment, was talking to a small group 
at the home of Arthur Goldsmith, 
when Town-Hall-of-the-Air Mod­ 
erator George V. Denny asked: 
“What does Britain feel about the 
Far Eastern war?” 
• “I have crossed the ocean many 
times between England and Amer­ 
ica, but this is- the first time I felt 
I entered a strange world,” com­ 
mented the member of Parliament. 
“I can tell you we have no intention 
to back the befuddled, dangerous 
policy of General MacArthur. We 
have no intention of losing thous­ 
ands of casualties on Chinese soil. 
We consider MacArthur a stooge of 
Chiang Kai-Shek. And I speak not 
just for myself, but for members of 
both Labor and Conservative par­ 
ties. We do not waAt the Korean 
war to become an Asian war.” 
One guest countered that British 
coolness toward Chiang Kai-Shek 
was part of a play to keep the Com­ 
munists from taking Hong Kong. 
“We know we cannot hold Hong 
Kong,” replied Lindsay, “but we 
do have great fear for Malaya. If 
we lose Malaya, we lose the sterling 
bloc. And there is no better way to 
lose Malaya than to go to war in 
China.” 
“Our greatest need today,” Lind­ 
say emphasized, “is to bring the 
American and British peoples to­ 
gether.” 
War Notes 
General MacArthur has sent a 
new and lengthy cable to Defense 
Secretary Marshall pleading for 


permission to create a new Jap­ 
anese army. MacArthur says the 
Chinese Communist attack on Korea 
makes it imperative to rearm Ja­ 
pan and forget about all American 
plans to keep the Japanese per­ 
manently demilitarized. Unless his 
advice is accepted promptly, the 
General says he will not be re­ 
sponsible for the consequences in 
the Far East. . . The same day 
that the first Russian jet fighter 
showed up in North Korea, Gen­ 
eral Vandenberg, the Air Force 
Chief of Staff, picked up the phone 
and ordered several squadrons of 
our fastest jets to Korea at once. 
He didn’t waste a minute. . . . The 
man directing all Chinese military 
moves is Georgi Malenkov, one of 
Stalin’s top deputies. In brief, the 
Kremlin pulls tire strings, and the 
Chinese people go into battle. . . . 
The savage guerrilla attacks being 
launched against our rear bases and 
supply lines continue the Number I 
worry of our military men. . . .

WASHINGTON 
p i HRISTMAS TIME is a good 
■ * time to think about the Amer- 
I . ican responsibility. 
At this 
\ J time, nineteen and a half 
centuries ago, a light was lighted in 
a humble cow-byre that still shines 
over the whole world, calling all 
men to mercifulness and goodness 
of heart. And now, in our own 
time, almost the whole duty of 
preventing that light from being 
put out forever rests upon the 
people of these United States. 
If we do not acquit ourselves 
bravely and well, the new god-state 
will triumph In the world. This is 
a deity merciless as Moloch, served 
by a grim priesthood, buttressed on 
a bleak theology, tolerating no 
competing thought/or worship to 
district the minds of men from 
their harsh labors as state-slaves. 
Even today, the final crisis in the 
vast struggle between this new god- 
state and the free part of the world 
Is rushing down upon us with 
gathering speed. 
It is a curious reflection that if 
we in America fail now, the genera­ 
tion now being bom will be the last 
trained in the Christian ethic, 
knowing the Christian story. To 
re-make the past in its own ruthless 
image, Is one of the tasks the 
god-state confers upon its priests. 
And if we now fall, the last, dim, 
precious memory will be fading 
from the last poor, once-free mind, 
Just two millenia af ter Herod was 
troubled, and the shepherds saw 
the Star, and the Three Kings of 
the ESast made their hard, cold 
journey. Atter 2,000 years, all will 


be darkness then, and the night of 
the soul, {md the silence broken 
only by the crack of the lash. 
Such is the future that menaces 
our children, and our children's 
children. One has seen that future 
already, in the chilly glitter of fear 
in the eye of a man, once brave, 
now wholly cowed, in Prague; in the 
children w a i t i n g to prostitute 
themselves for some synthetic nasti­ 
ness that will fill their poor bellies, 
outside the tawdry foodstore for 
party members in Leipzig; in the 
naked terror of the broken-bodied, 
half-crazed wretch who escaped 
from the secret police in Berlin. 
Those who have seen and under­ 
stood that future all a n s w e r : 
“America cannot fail.” 
What has happened to America, 
one asks oneself, listening to the 
craven voices, the squalid little men 
who would throw away the future 
for an hour’s partisan success, the 
trembling grave-diggers of freedom 
who would betray mankind for two 
more years’ low taxes. And then 
one remembers what America is. 
and takes heart again. 
The great land of broad valley* 
and proud mountains; tile lands 
fat farms, its industry of infinite 
variety, its rich cities reaching to­ 
wards the sky; the good life of this 
land, kindly, easy, pleasant and 
warm—all these flash through the 
mind. The great past rises up, the 
first comers clearing the forests to 
live a free life, the nation begotten 
of a passion for freedom, its men 
fighting for freedom, its freedom 
beckoning millions to these shores 
And then one sees, like a procession 
in the mind, the people of this 
land, children of latecomer and 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 — Big 
decisions are in the making. They 
concern international policy, but 
they grow out of military develop­ 
ments. 
Thus the decision to stay in Korea 
and fight it out with the Chinese 
Communists comes to the public 
only this week with the completion 
of the withdrawal by sea from 
northeastern Korea. 
But the or­ 
ders to fight it out were issued 
many days ago. Such a mammoth 
operation could not have been un­ 
dertaken without planning in min­ 
ute detail for sea transportation to a 
definite destination — Pusan. 
The decision to battle it out with 
the Chinese Communists along a 
defensive line, which it is now be­ 
lieved can be safely stabilized in 
Southern Korea, is one way to an­ 
swer the defiant broadcasts from 
Peiping. The reorganized UN forces 
could in time influence the Com­ 
munists to reconsider their arrogant 
attitude toward a cease-fire ar­ 
rangement. 
With an army of 250,000 men, the 
United Nations should be able to 
stand off a force of between 500,000 
and 750,000 of the enemy. This ra­ 
tio of one-to-two or one-to-three 
over an offensive army is based on 
the theory that a well-equipped de­ 
fensive army has that sort of advan­ 
tage in holding a line, especially 
when possessing superior air power 
and more ground artillery. 
The determination to stay in Ko­ 
rea has many implications in the 
overall sense. It means that Soviet 
Russia now cannot transfer her mil- 
tary strength to Europe from the 
Far East but must keep that area 
supplied with munitions and man­ 
power. 
The notion that America 
was ready to permit Moscow to con­ 
centrate her strength in Europe and 
be spared harassment along a po­ 
tential second front in Siberia 
vanishes now with the plans to 
carry on indefinitely a sea and air 
war and a limited ground war in the 
Far East. 
Incidentally, it is a matter of 
much surprise here to read how 
many comments there have been in 
recent weeks from uniformed quar­ 
ters concerning* the possibility of a 
ground war between America and 
Communist China. 
The vociferous 
denunciation of such a possible 
course arouses curiosity as to how 
the absurd suggestion gained cred­ 
ence. For at no time has it been 
part of American Military planning. 
If a limited war with Communist 
China became necessary, it was al­ 
ways the thought here that it should 
be carried on by sea auld by air, with 
moral support to all non-Commun- 


ist armies on the Asiatic mainland, 
irrespective of their nationality. Eu­ 
ropean apprehensions that Ameri­ 
can manpower would become bog­ 
ged down on the mainland of China 
are baseless. 
So far as American commitments 
in the Far East are concerned, even 
500,000 is not too big a number to 
use. though half that amount seems 
to be what will be needed for the 
limited war unless Russia intervenes 
actively there. 
The plan for Europe, on the other, 
hand, envisages an international 
for of many millions of men. The 
bulk of the manpower will have to 
come from European countries them­ 
selves. In this respect the Hoover and 
Dewey speeches, plus the restrained 
comments of Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, will certainly serve 
notice on Europe that American 
public opinion is anxiously watching 
to see how soon the other UN mem­ 
bers will wake up to their respon­ 
sibility to furnish a substantial 
share of the manpower. 
The Far Eastern war and its re­ 
quirements need give Europeans 
little worry as to the flow of mili­ 
tary aid to them. Lessons are being 
learned in the Far East which will 
be of inestimable value everywhere 
to the armed services of the United 
States. Korea has become a train­ 
ing school for officers in our ground 
armies and also for our air force 
squadrons. It has limbered up our 
entire sea transportation scheme 
and brought out of mothballs both 
planes and ships that would other­ 
wise not have come into operation 
so soon. Some area-saturation bom­ 
bing may be seen soon that will be 
helpful experiences for other pos­ 
sible war zones. 
The world should get some real 
reassurance about the redeployment 
of our forces in Korea. 
It shows 
that the United States isn’t accept­ 
ing “defeat” but is merely digging 
in for further operations in the 
same area and will not be satisfied 
till the enemy calls for “cease fire'* 
on terms that do not compromise 
the American position. Hie experi­ 
ence in 1941 is being repeated. The 
build-up that comes after a serious 
reverse is even more powerful and 
more rapid than might otherwise 
have been the case. The end result 
—victory—will come, though it takes 
months of relatively slow operations. 
Out of Pearl Harbor and Bataan 
came Midway, Guadalcanal, Leyte, 
and Okinawa. The victory timetable 
is sometimes slow but time and Am­ 
erican resources do overcome ear­ 
lier reverses.

HOMAS C. Desmond, chairman 
of the New York State Joint 
Legislative Committee on Pro­ 
blems of the Aging, has for 
many years been devoting himself 
to the problem of old men and 
women. 
There are more of them in these 
days than there used to be. They 
are not only healthier but quicker 
than old men and women used to 
be. They are stronger not only in 
body but in mind. 
Of course, everybody admits that 
about such publicized human beings 
as Herbert Hoover, Bernard Baruch, 
William Randolph Hearst, J esse 
Jones, Thomas Watson and many 
others. But simple men and women, 
not so well known, show exactly 
the same characteristics. 
Back in 1900, the life expectancy 
of a man was 48 years; today it is 
66 years. In 1900, women had an 
expectancy of 51 years; today, it is 
71 years. In 1900, there were 13,500,- 
000 men and women 45 years of age 
and over; today that segment of the 
population amounts to 42,500,000. 
That is a large slice out of 150,000- 
000 population. 
• 
If all those who are 50 and 
over are to have no work be­ 
cause they are too old, we are 
bound to have a labor shortage, 
with an enormous number of 
useful, competent, able persons 
twiddling their thumbs, living 
on pensions and social security. 
Instead of being useful, such 
so-called aged persons, whose 
experience is invaluable, would 


children of the old stock, poor and 
rich, worker and farmer. Northerner 
and Southerner and men of the 
Western plains, every man differing 
from his neighbor, yet all one 
people, bold, ingenuous, brave and 
free. 
This is not the land, these are 
not the people, to heed the craven 
voices, to say farewell to all their 
greatness, to surrender and submit. 
All the clanking apparatus of an 
iron empire, all its many millions of 
slaves in uniform, all its menaces 
and threats, will not overwhelm this 
land or terrify these people. Ameri­ 
cans have fought before; they will 
fight again, that freedom, and mer- 
Cif illness and goodness of heart 
shall not perish from the face of 
the earth. It is meet, right and our 
bounden duty so to do, as the 
communion service says; and we 
shall do it, and we shall win. 
Let the American who doubt,- 
America come forward and say so 
in plain words; he will soon hear 
his answer. Let the American who 
would surrender speak his wish in 
clear language; he will noon receive 
his punishment. In the present in- 
f terlude of turmoil and confusion, 
these men may safely speak with 
concealed meanings. 
But in the 
testing time ahead, they will be 
•shouted down. 
In every contest between slave 
state and free, the freemeu begin 
with disadvantages, and the de­ 
featists mumble. 
But when this 
nation is united by a common peril 
and a common faith, while it may 
lose the first battle, no power on 
earth can keep us from victory in 
(lie end.

That does not mean that 
youth has no value. It does 
mean that experience, like aging 
of wine, has a value all its own. 
That is why men like Herbert 
Hoover and Bernard Baruch 
are not swept off their feet by 
popular slogans and the fierce 
fire of press agents who create 
what they call public opinion. 
Half a century of experience 
is a tool. It Is a tool for which 
there is no substitute.

istic leaders who frighten so easily 
Churchill, does not frighten. He ha? 
seen too much of life, four wars 
the Boer War, World War I and 
World War II and now World War 
III.

It takes 
a lot of experience to know that.

The 
old cabinet maker, tilt old tool 
maker, the old all-round mec­ 
hanic Is still a valuable citizen, 
whatever his agr. 


Perhaps this is a good week for 
everybody tx) think about that for, 
if we are to senti our youth to war, 
we must keep our labor force e f ­ 
fective by using all who ran do the 
work of this nation with nil regard 
to years.

would select students “of good moral 
character who score the highest 
grades in highest competitive exam­ 
ination,” and determine how many 
should be admitted to the university 
and how many of thovse admitted 
would specialize in each field of 
study.

The actual president of 
the university would be selected by 
the board for a ten year term at 
$25,000 a year.

The National 
Safety Council’s 
committee on winter driving made 
a long survey of the peril of driving 
on bad roads last winter and has 
now released its somewhat alarming 
finding. 
The average car with standard 
tires needs 21 feet to come to a full 
stop from 20 miles an hour on dry 
concrete. But on glare ice it needs 
209 feet! Even with winterized tires 
and special marked-snowtires it re­ 
quires somewhere between 188 and 
201 feel for such a stop. With steel 
chains it requires only 77 feet. Stop­ 
ping distances average from IO to 
50 per cent more with synthetic 
rubber tires. Tires made of coal 
synthetic rubber last longer than 
natural rubber tires but skid or spin 
ten to 35 per cent more. 
The council urges that winter 
drivers get the “feel” of the road 
by testing their brakes while driv­ 
ing slowly and when no other ve­ 
hicles are near. It is urged that the 
.driver “pump” his brake because 
jamming them may lock the wheel 
and throw the car into a spin. It 
was found also that cars equipped 
with hydraulic or fluid couplings 
never suffered from rear wheel 
locking.

In 1945 he 
was appointed manager of the To­ 
peka plant, newest and most mod­ 
ern tire factory in the nation. That 
appointment followed a three-year 
tour of duty with the government 
during the war years. There he ser­ 
ved as deputy director of the Rub­ 
ber division of the War Production 
Board working in Washington. 
Spencer is a native of Meritt, N. 
C„ and was a one-time profesisonal 
baseball player, holding the center- 
fleld position on several North Car­ 
olina and Ohio professional teams.

A 66 per cent increase in applica­ 
tions for Social security benefits 
has been recorded during calendar 
year 1950 by the Cumberland field 
office, according to an announce­ 
ment yesterday. 
In 1950 there have been 1,350 ap­ 
plications for Social Security bene­ 
fits, compared with 810 processed 
during the calendar year 1949. 
Presently, the office is paying 
$110,000 monthly in benefit pay­ 
ments to beneficiaries in this area, 
which includes seven counties. They 
are Allegany and Garrett counties 
in Maryland and Mineral, Hamp­ 
shire, Hardy, Grant and Pendleton 
counties in West Virginia. 
Before the amendments of Sep­ 
tember, 1950, total monthly benefits 
amounted to $50,000. At that time 
3,188 persons were being paid and 
since September the number has 
increased to 4,000. 
Among the some 800 additional 
persons getting benefits under the 
liberalized law are 500 retired work­ 
ers and 300 in a group which in­ 
cludes wives, widows, minor child­ 
ren and dependent parents. 
Virtually 60 per cent of the field 
office’s work load in this area is 
concentrated in Allegany county. For 
example, claims processed through 
the last six months total 840, In­ 
cluding 500 residents of Allegany 
county. 
The six-months’ breakdown in 
Allegany county: 
Retired workers, 306; wives of re­ 
tired workers, 75; widows over 65, 
15; widows under 65 with minor 
children, 21; dependent children, 
25; lump sum death payments, 56; 
and two dependent parents over 65.

1,350 During 1950 


A 66 per cent increase in applica­ 
tions for Social security benefits 
has been recorded during calendar 
year 1950 by the Cumberland field 
office, according to an announce­ 
ment yesterday. 
In 1950 there have been 1350 ap­ 
plications for Social Security bene­ 
fits, compared with 810 processed 
during the calendar year 1949. 
Presently, the office is paying 
$110,000 monthly in benefit pay­ 
ments to beneficiaries in this area, 
which includes seven counties. They 
are Allegany and Garrett counties 
in Maryland and Mineral, Hamp­ 
shire, Hardy, Grant suid Pendleton 
counties in West Virginia. 
Before the amendments of Sep­ 
tember, 1950, total monthly benefits 
amounted to $50,000. At that time 
3,188 persons were being paid fluid 
since September the number has 
increased to 4,000. 
Among the some 800 additional 
persons getting benefits under the 
liberalized law are 500 retired work­ 
ers and 300 in a group which in­ 
cludes wives, widows, minor child­ 
ren and dependent parents. 
Virtually 60 per cent of the field 
office's work load in this area is 
concentrated in Allegany county. For 
example, claims processed through 
the last six months total 840, in­ 
cluding 500 residents of Allegany 
county.
